OKOLNIKOV, born in 1888, 

In a small town or the Pol- 
{cova pravince, is one of the 
younger men among the so-call- 
cco “Old Bolsheviks.” He came 
of a family named Brilliant, and 
his reputation for cleverness and 
iutellectual attainments makes 
that name unusually apt and fit- 
ting. IIe is the son of a poor, 
bat well-educated Jewish doctor, 
who save him whatever oppor- 
tunities for learning the Old 
Russia provided for boys of his 
race. | 

Young Gregory, if his frients 
aie to be relisd tipon, was some- 
trun of a child prodigy. At the 
age of 5. he was already profici- 
ant if reading and writing. He 
was sett to & classical g¥Ymnas- 
tuin where he studied Latin and 
Greek and suffered racial per- 
s€culion from both teachers and 
fellow-students <clike. His at- 
tainments as a linguist were 

rounded out in the long years 
of life abroad as an exile. 

In 1905, when he was 17 years 
cid, Gregory was already in 
touch with the | underground 
revOlutionary circles and soon he 
hecame a member of Lenin’s 
“Bolshevik” party. While still in 
his: ‘teens, he was arrested and 
served a year and one half fh 
Yutirsky prison, in Moscow, then 
as now, a place where political 
Walcontents were confined. This 
imprisonment gave ‘him ‘an op- 
portunity for contact with other 
1evolutionaries ahd closer study 
af Socialist theory. 


When he was released, Sokol. 


nikov was exiled to Siberia, th 
the fdrsaken Yenisel region. He 
managed to escape to Paris 
where in 1909, he met Lenin and 
entered more deeply into Bol- 
shevik activities.He also served 
on the editorial staffs of several 
illegal Bolshevik’ publications 
with Lenin and Stalin 
> Even before the Russain. rev- 
ution Sokolnikov's financigh; 
renjus ma@e itSelf manifest in 
the ‘interests of the revolutionary 
cause. He earned large sums in 
financial deals, all of which he 
tufhed. Over to the. Bolshevik 
Party, After the revolution he 
undertook financial, diplomatic 
and military duties, sometimes 
ali ‘three at the same time. He 
was a peace delegate ‘at Brest- 
Litovsk § @ later th Berlin. 
One his most successful 
servicés to his country was his 
leadership of the revdlutionary 
movement in Turkestah: He wis 
made commanter-in-chief of ‘the 
Turkestan front, ousted the. Emir 
of Bokhara and _ consolidated 
Soviet power in that region. 
Having displaced military and 
palitical opposition, he proteed- 
ed to reorganize currency and 
piace Turkestan on a more solid 
economic footing.
